A Simple Method of Water 
Purification 


Laboratory of the Provincial Board of Health 


A level teaspoonful of chloride of 
lime should be rubbed into a teacup of 
water. This solution should be diluted 
with three cupfuls of water, and a tea- 
spoonful of the whole quantity should 
be added to each two gallon pail of 
drinking water, This will give .4 or .5 
parts of free chlorine to a million parts 
of water and will in ten minutes des- 
troy all typhoid and colon bacilli or 
other dysentery-producing organisms 
in the water. Moreover, all traces ot 
the chlorine will rapidly disappear. 

This method of purification has been 
tested with Toronto Bay water inocu- 
lated with millions of bacteria, Every 
germ has been destroyed and it has 
been unnecessary to boil the water. 

This method should be very valuable 
for miners, prospectors, campers, and 
those living in summer resorts where 
the condition of the waters might not 
be above suspicion. 


Dead in a Box Car 
Belleville, Nov. 1—A middle-aged 
man, who is, no doubt, from appear- 
ances, a Russian Jew, died this morn- 
in a box car-near the G.T.R. station 
here. His name and home are un- 
known,

Grind the meat 
fine, season to taste with salt and 
pepper and a little nutmeg. Scoop 
out the inside of the baked pota- 
toes, mix the potato with the sea- 
soned meat, and moisten with the 
milk or stock. Fill the potato skins 
with this mixture, cover the open- 
ings with bread-crumbs, and put in 
the oven to brown. “ Serve with a 
sprig of parsley in each potato. 

Mint Jelly.—Use one peck of Por- 

ter apples, washed and cored. Put} 
in kettle with a little water so that! 
they will not burn. When cooked 
remove from fire and _ strain 
through a cheese-cloth bag. Let 
them drip overnight. In the morn- 
ing measure the juice. For every 
cup of juice allow une cup of sugar. 
Take a bunch of green mint and 
boil with juice and sugar, adding 
one-half teaspognful of green vege- 
table coloring. Boil until thick, 
and strain through a fine piece of 
cheese-cloth into the jelly glasses. 
This is good with cold meats of all 
kinds. 

Gingerbread Sponge.—Required: 
Half a pound of golden syrup, two 
ounces of butter, one egg, halfan 
ounce of ground ginger, ten ounces 
of flour, two ounces of sugar, about 
two tablespoonfuls of milk, and a 
half a teaspoonful of soda. Put the 
flour, ginger and sugar into a bowl. 
In @ saucepan stir the milk, butter, 
and syrup until dissolved, then stir 
into the dry ingredients. Dissolve 
the soda in a little milk, add this 
and the well-beaten egg to the 
mixture, pour into a shallow tin 
lined with greased paper, and bake 
Zor thirty or forty minites in a slow 
oven. Cut into fingers when cold. 

Orange Snow. — Required: One 
ounce cf gelatine, two ounces of 
caster sugar, three oranges, three 
whites of eggs, and some sponge fin- 
gers. Soak the gelatine in a gill of 
rold water till quite soft, and then 
add a gill of boiling water and two 
ounces of sugar. Pass three oranges 
through a sieve, and then add to 
the gelatine and sugar. Stir all 
oyer the fire till just on boiling- 
point. Remove from the fire, and 
when cold and nearly set, whis«x to 
a stiff froth, adding the whites of 
eggs. When all is stiff and very 
white, pile into the centre of a glass 
dish, and edge with sponge freeis.

table would bardly suppose that tea, 
or, rather, a fairly good substitute for 
it, was once made from the teares of 
one of our prefilest New Jersey wild 
flowers. Yet so it was ip the old tur- 
bulent days of the American Rerolu- 
tion, when they bad so much trouble 
over the iinported article and used 
various beverages as substitutes for 
that to which they bad become accus- 
towed. ‘ 

New Jersey tea, or red root, as it is 
also called, Is a low growlog shrub 
with many branches, seldom over 
three feet high, and fs found from 
Canada to Florida, growing usually in 
dry wooded sections, It is very abun 
dant in New Jersey, for which it ts 
named. It blooms profusely in July 
and is so showy, witb its many pan- 
icled white blossoms, as to be quite 
worth a place in the gardens as an 
ornamental shrub. It has a dark red 
root, with leaves downy beneath and 
very much veined, by which it fs easily — 
distinguished from the pure tea. An 
infusion of the leuves prepared In the 
same manner as the genuine article 
has somewhat the taste of ordinary 
grades of the tea of the orient, but is 
not supposed to possess any of {ts 
stimulating properies.— Exchange.

NISCENCES OF & YEARS. 


“PSUIT-A-TIVES” 


RAINING STATESMEN “THED 


Wan of Letters, Who Was o Master at} 
Eton and Cambridge, Tells of Great | 
Mem During Their School Dayo— | 
He Aimed to Be a Tutor to States: | 
men and Met Many of Them—Often 
Visited Lord Tennyson. 


Tt will probably come as a surprise | 
to many peopl» to learn that life at/ 
Kton in the ‘fiftiss was characterized | 
by scenes and manners which remind | 
one of the misery undergone by the 
scholars at Dotheboys Hall at the in- } 
stigation of Mr. Squeers, of “Nicholns 
Nickleby.”” Flogging, ragging, and 
bullying were tho order of the day, 
while the boys were insufficiently fed | 
and generally neglected. They had no 
food until more than two hours after | 
they had risen in the morning 
for dinner an entire sheep was § 
of which the seniors had the legs ani 
shoulders, and the smaller boys had | 
to find what they could on the car- 
cass. 
Such is the depressing picture of 
Eton given by Mr. Oscar Browning, 
who had sixty yeare of schoolmaster- 
ing at Eton and Cambridge, in his 
“Memories of Sixty Years’ (Lane). 
Mr. Browning did much to improve 
the general conditions for the scholar 
at Bton. But it is a curious fact that 
the poet Swinburne, who was in “O. 
B.'s” division as a boy, refused to 
moet the latter afterwards, because he 
said he was.an Eton master who had 
the power to flog boys. This did not 
happen to be true, but it serves to 
illustrate the sensitiveness of the 
great poet in regard to cruelty. 
Talking of Swinburne, Mr. Brown- 
ing says, “He was very weak and 
frail, and certainly not Wullied. He 
took no part in games, being, indeed, 
little fitted for them; but in those 
days games did not form so important 
a ur school life as they do 
“show, Swinburne was generally late 
for |, and I remember Cookesley 
‘calling out to him one day, ‘Here you 
“are, little Swinburne, late again.’ I 
, have been told that Cookesley once 
~ saluted his appearance with. the ex- 
~*elamation, “Flere comes the rising 
sun,” alluding to his red hair.” 
Curiously enough, Mr. Browning 
himself was never considered to have 
much chance of long life. He was 
born prematurely apparently dead. 
‘That child is not dead,’ said the 
nurse; and with a hearty blow she 
made me squeal,’ he says. “And to 
this treatment I owe the fact that I 
am able to write these memoirs at the 
age of seventy-two.” . 
’ “Mr. Browning refers to a visit which 
he paid to Mr. Balfour’s seat at Whit- 
tingehame. “Arthur was then twenty- 
two years of age,’ he says, ‘and J 
remensber him telling me, as we went 
by train to Hdinburgh, that the doc-: 
tors had assured him he could not pos- 
sibly live to the age of thirty, a fact 
of which I have now and again re- 
minded him during his career.” 
It was Mr, Browning’s aim to be a 
sort of tutér to statesmen, and he 
came into contact with many men 
who have risen to eminence in the 
political world. He knew Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, and_ recalls 
how was the only man present at 
‘oscope lecture who had the 
to lance his arm that blood 
be provided for an experiment.

POPULAR QUOTATIONS, 


The Same Ideas Differently Expressed 
by Various Writers. 


It has been said that there were 
originally only three jokes in the 
world — some say seven — and from 
these has sprung modern humor, so 
people long ago learned to expect no- 
thing new under the sun and to agree 
with Pliny the elder, who before he 
perished in the eVsuvius eruption of 
A.D, 79 remarked: 

“Tn comparing various authors 
with one another I have discovered 
that some of the gravest and latest 
writers have transcribed word for word 
from former works without making 
acknowledgments.” 

Some of these transcriptions make 
interesting comparisons.

LET THEM GET TOGETHER. 


Hoard’s Dairyman thinks that 
much of the discontent that patrons 
of creameries and cheese factories 
feel could be done away with if the 
creamery owner and operator would 
improve the advantages they have, 
to get the patron to see where he 
can make more money with what he 
has. Very often the farmer does 
not get more than half what he 
should out of his skimmilk. 

No effort is made to get the 

patrons to see that there’ is a big 
advantage in their combining to- 
gether to buy registered bulls. A 
live, up-to-date creamery owner or 
operator can do a great deal to get 
his patrons to improve their stock 
of cattle and hogs, and thus get 
more out of the skimmilk. It 
makes a big difference whether the 
skimmilk is fed to a $5 scrub calf 
or a $25 grade calf. 
Every creamery community is in 
splendid shape for a lot of co-oper- 
ative work of this kind, if only it 
has some one to take the lead. 
Machinery, binding twine, phos- 
phate, ground limestone and a lot 
of the things that are needed in im- 
proved farming can be bought at 
better advantage by the carload. 
Why should net the creamery own- 
er or operator go ahead and help 
the farmers about him to reap good 
results from such combinations? 


CREAM FROM BUTTER. 


It is impossible, says E. H. Far- 
rington, of the Wisconsin Dairy 
School, to calculate the exact test 
of the cream from the pounds of 
butter obtained from churning it. 
In order to get an approximate 
idea, it will be necessary to assume 
that the butter contains a certain 
percentage of fat. For instance, 
if the 9.5 lbs. butter contain &2 per 
cent. fat there will be 7.9 Ibs. of 
fat in this butter and if this 7.9

The following average price per 
bbl., for. cement during the past 
five years, according to the report 
issued by the Department of Mines, 
is interesting: 1904, $1.41; 1905, 
$1.42; 1906, $1.49; 1907, $1.55; 1908, 
$1.39; 1909, $1:32. Thus it may be 
seen that the present conditions 
under which cement is sold in Can- 
ada, have by no means raised: pric- 
es. 

The independent mills very wise- 
ly came to an understanding where- 
by they pointly appointed a sales 
agent, who has so thoroughly or- 
ganized his sales and delivery sys- 
tems that cement may be deliver- 
ed to any point, from the closest 
mill, in accordance with the natur- 
al laws of commerce, thus eliminat- 
ing long hauls, and bringing the 
cost of delivery to a minimum.

WHEAT OVER THE GRAND 

TRUNK PACIFIC,

opened on Friday last, when 80 
cars were put through Winnipeg 
over the Grand Trunk Pacific.

POULTRY DROPPINGS. 


It is a fact thav we don’t value 
hen manure on the ferm as we 
should. Poultry manure is special- 
ly valuable for the garden, and 
even a delicate woman can so care 
for it as to give the best results 
as a fertilizer, to the benefit of the 
fowls and the flowers as well. She 
need not exclaim, as did one well- 
to-da lady gardener, ‘‘All I want) 
for a birthday present is a load of 
well-rotted manure,’’ but may have 
a compost heap wath feed for flow- 
ers and plants in abundance. / 

To start the heap, make a bed of} 
loam on a well-drained spot, and} 
throw on this the droppings from 
the poultry yard, ecarcases of deac 
chicks, and refuse animals or vege- 
table matter, covering such addi- 
tions with loam. \wash~lay suds 
snould be thrown over the mass 
each week. Two heaps should be in 
a secluded place on every farm, It 
takes about a year for a compost} 
heap to be well ripened, and no 
new substance should be thrown on 


a ripened heap. Before using, 
shovel the mass thoroughly from 
tcp to bottom. Sufficient loam 


should always be thrown over the 
droppings to absorb the odors and 
jretain the fertilizing elements. 
Fresh droppings should never be 
used about plants and flowers.

STOCK NOTES. 

If you are overworked and foreed 
to neglect some important features | 
of work At this time, make plans 
for reducing your acreage next 
year, Fewer acres well tilled may 
result in barn nearer filled. 

Pig pens and stables should be 
kept sanitary.

CUT TREES WITH WIRE. 

Very novel is the method of cut- 
ting down tree that has been de- 
vised by a Berlin inventor, it con- 
sists in the use of a fine steel wire, 
which is looped about the tree and 
sawed back and forth by an electric 
motor.The heat generated in suftic- 
ient to burn a thin kerf through the 
wood, A tree twenty inches in

diameter can be felled in six minu- 
tes. The charred butt of the tree 
may éasily be marked with chalk 
and the charred layer is so thin 
that it doe not hide any decay or 
other defects in the wood.

SUNFLOWER GROWi1nNG, 
Cultivated in Russia to a Large 
Extent, 


The sunflower is grown in Rus- 
sia to a considerwnple extent, the 
amount of seed crushed amounting 
usually to over half a million tons. 

At first the centre of its cultiva- 
tion was in the Provinces of Teh- 


lernigoy, Kief, Poltava and Khar- 


koy, but now the ‘principal cultiva- 
tion of the plant has moved farther 
south-east into the Kuban territory 
and the Province of Stavropol. 
Much of the seea is eaten by the 
populace similar to the way Ameri- 
cans use peanuts, being eaten ei- 
ther raw or roasted. ‘The bulk of 
the seed, however, is pressed for 
its oil, which finds a ready sale 
here as a welcome ‘Lenten fare. 
Since the introduction of improved 
methods of refining a very palatable 
oil with a clear and pleasant yel- 
low tint has been produced. The 
oil is sold here at $10 to $10.75 per 
100 pounds. As a rule, it is ship- 
ped in ordinary wooden casks, al- 
though lately tin canisters have 
been mace as an experiment, and, 
strange to say, to such parts of the 
Mediterranean as are famous for 
their production of olive oil. Pos- 
sibly the people there find it pro- 
fitable to export their more valu- 
able oil and to import for their own 
use surrogate oils, Other than the 
above-mentioned shipments, very 
little sunflower seed oil is exported 
from this district, home demand be- 
ing either equal or more than equal 
to the supply. At present there 
cannot be much of this oil in stor-

Boy Scouts 


Boys before being enrolled as tend- 
erfoot scouts must know (1) the scout 
law, (2) the composition of the Union 
Jack and the proper way of fying it, 
and (3) the proper way of tying four 
knots out of a list of eight, namely, 
reef, bowline, sheep shank,clove hitch, 
half hiteb, middlemen’s, fishermen’s 
und sheet bend, The scout law is then 
defined, it being as follows: (1) A 
scout’s honor is to be trusted ; (2) a 
scout is loyal to the king, his officers, 
his parents, his country and his em- 
ployers ; (8) a scout’s duty is to be use- 
ful and to help others aud he must try 
his best to do a good turn to somebody 
every day ; (4) a scout is a friend of all 
and a brother to every other scout ; (5) 
a scout is courteous; (6) a scout is a

ders without question; (8) a se 
smiles and whistles under all cireum- 
stances; (9) a scout is thrifty. After 
he has learned these things he takes 
the oath, which 1s as follows : **On my

After a month's serving as a tender- 
foot a boy may become a second-class 
scout if he can pass the following tests: 
(1) Elementary first aid to the injured 
and bandaging; (2) an elementarv 
knowledge of signalling ; (8) track half 
a mile in twenty-five minutes, or if in 
a town describe satisfactorily the con- 
tents of one shop window*ut of four 
observed tor one minute each ; (4) go a 
mile in twelve minutes uf the scout’s 
pace, which is fifty steps walking and 
fiftv steps running; (5) lay and light a 
fire, not using more than two matches; 
(6) cook a quarter of a pound of meat 
and two potatoes ; (7) have at least ten 
cents in the savings bank ; (8) know 
the sixteen principal points of the 
compass, After being a second-class 
scout for some time, with additional 
test a boy may become a first-class 
scout,and after that are certain badges 
of merit for different branches, which 
boys may earn, such as ambulance, 
stalkers, pioneering, signalling, gea- 
manship, markmanship badges, ete., 
some thirty in all. 

The method of organization consists 
of the formation of patrols of eight 
boys, one of whom is the patrol leader, 
each patrol having a name called after 
an animal, and the peculiar call is de- 
signed to be similar to the call of the 
animal, No other patrol can use the 
same name or call, 

Two or three patrols form a troop 
with a scout master at the head, a 
local committee formed of the scout 
masters and others interested whose 
duties are to appoint scout master 
register and recognize troops and pat- 
rols wand award badges.

HORSE FLESH IS GOOD. 


Prejudice Giving Way Before Scar- 
city of Beef, 


The dearth of meat in nearly 
all European countries has revived 
the controversy about horseflesh, 
In the Paris Journal, Dr, Pascal 
warmly recommends  horseflesh, 
which he says is very good and re 
latively cheap. 

“The prejudice against horse- 
flesh has had to give way before 
now to poverty, scarcity and hung- 
er,’’? says the doctor. ‘'The first 
horse butcher shop in Paris open- 
ed in 1866, and there are now 800 in 
France, of which 550 are in Paris 
and its vicinity. 

“There are two special slaught- 
er-houses in the Department of ihe 
Seine, and 60,175 horses, 1,141 
donkeys, and 463 mules were killed 
there in 1907.. One-third of the 
horseflesh in Paris is, however, 


MADE InfO SAUSAGES, 


which suggests that there is still a 
very strong prejudice against 
horseflesh as such.’’ 

There is only one real objection 
to the use of horseflesh, thinks Dr. 
Pascal. The animals that are 
slaughtered are old and worn out, 
instead of being well fed, with a 
view to the meat market. 

The Public Health Department 
in Paris buys every day upward of 
1,700 pounds of horse meat, to be 
chopped up and eaten raw by deli- 
cate patients at the hospitals. 
Horse meat is said to be not indi- 
gestible, and the flesh, even ot 
aged animals, is tender. 

“Vieux boeuf, mauvaise vivande, 
vieux cheval, boone vivande’’ was 
a saying often repeated by a fam- 
ous authority on food values. So 
rarely is tubercolosis found in 
horse meat that out of 53,000 ani- 
mals slaughtered in 1905 only four 
were rejected on that account, 
while in the following year out of 
57,000 only seven were pronounced 
unfit for food

I When the word ‘‘shoe’’ 
is used in the Scriptures it is com- 
monly sandal that is intended.

under their feet the Egyptians often 
painted the figures of opponents and 
persons with whom they were at 
war on the lining of their sandals. 
If utility was'the first motive art 
and decoration noon crept in. 
Ladies allowed themselves great 
juxury in the attire of their feet: 
“How beautiful are thy feet with 
sandals, O prince’s daughter !’’ Phe 
sandal became identified with sym- 
bolism, very much as the glove be- 
came later.

hick, cut into rounds, pinch up the 
edges, and bake. 

A yeal goose maxes a good jcint 
for a family at a smail expense. 
Bone a good-sized breast of veal, 
trim it neatly, and lay it, skin. down- 
wards, on a board. Oover it thick- 
ly with a sage-and-onion stufling 
Roll it up tightly, sow the flap, and 
bind ip with tape. Roast it well, 
basting carefully. Send to table 
with good gravy, and a turzen full 
of apple sauce. 

A Cheap Cake—Kub three ounces 
of dripping into three-quarters cf 


ea pound of flour, add two ounces of 


sugar, 2 quarter of a pound of cur- 
rants, and one ounce of capped 
peel. Dissolve half a teaspocnful 
of carbonate of soda in a gill of 
milk, add a beaten egg, and then 
stir into the dry ingredients. Beat 
well together and then put into a 
greased tin and bake. The oven 
should be hot when the cake is first 
put in, and then be allowed to coal 
a little. 

Patties of cold meat make a nice 
change for lunch or early dinner, 
Qhop finely half a pound of cold 
meat, season with pepper and Salt, 
a small teaspoonful of mixed herbs, 
add a little gravy, and dredgo all 
with flour. For the paste, rub three 
ounces of dripping into six ounces 
of flour, add a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder; and make into a stiff 
paste with cold water. Roll out 
thin, line some patty-pans with the 
paste, put a spoontul of the meat in 
each, cover with paste, and oake 
for twenty minutes to half an hour. 

Stewed mutton and rice is a nice 
dish for children, and is easily 
cooked. Put about two pounds and 
a half of neck of mutton into a 
stewing jar with two sliced carrots, 
@n onion, and a turnip cut up small, | 
a teaspoonful of salt, a saltspoonful 
of pepper, and half a pint of water, 
Cover it closely, and stand it in a 
saucepan of water, which should be 
kent boiling for three hours. Put a 
border of nicely -boiled rice on a 
dish, with the meat in the centre. 
Garnish with the chopped vege- 
tables and scatter chopped capers 
or parsley over. 

Toby Fudding—Take three cupfuls 
of flour and mix into it a small tea- 
spoonful of baking soda and a cup- 
ful of suet, finely shredded. Stone 
and chop enough raisins to fill a cup 
and add to other iugredients. Warm 
# cupful of treacle, and add it to 
the same quantity of milk, and make 
all into a light dough. If spices are 
not objected to, flavor the pudding 
with a teaspoonful of powdered cin- 
namon and ginger, mixed well. 
Place the pudding in a well-butter- 
ed mould, tie down with a floured 
cloth, apd boil for three hours, talk- 
ing great care that the water keeps 
at the full boil, or the pudding will 
be spoilt. 


MOCK MEAT DISHES. 


Nut and Cereal Roast.—One cup- 
ful of cold boiled barley, one cup- 
ful of any left over cereal or mix- 
ture of cereals (chopped macaroni 
and rice included), one cupful of 
fine white or brown bread crumbs, 
one cupful of finely ground roasted 
peanuts, one teaspoonful of salt, 
and one saltspoonful of white pep- 
per. Chop one good sized onion 
fine and stew it in two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter until slightly color- 
ed, add two tablespoonfuls of flour 
stir until it cleaves to the spoon, 
then gradually add a cupful (hot) 
of the water in which the barley was

CAKE. 


a Spice Cake.—Stir well togother 
the yolks of three eggs, two cupfuls 
y|/ granulated sugar, one heaping cup- 
ful shortening, ono grated nutmeg, 
,/one-half teaspoonful allspice, one- 
half teaspoonful ground cloves, one 
heaping teaspoonful cinnamon, one 
heaping teaspoonful ginger. Add 
one cupful sweet milk and stir 
Sift into four even oups of 
flour and stir all well together, then 
last of all add the whites of the 
three eggs well beaten first, and 
then stir the cake well. 

Cake Hint.—To prevent your 
cake from sticking, put a paper in 
your pan, grease it, then sprinkle 
flour in, put your cake in and bake. 
When done your cake will come out 
and paper pull off of the cake with- 
out any trouble of sticking, 

Cheap Ginger sread.—-Gne eup 
sugar, one cup syrup, one cup sour 
milk, three tablespoons melted lard 
or butter, four cups sifted flour, one 
scant teaspoon ginger, one teaspoon 
baking powder, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, pinch cloves, one cup chopped 
raisins, one scant teaspoon soda, 
In the flour put ginger, baking pow- 
der, cinnamon, cloves. Have su- 
gar in mixing bowl, turn on the 
syrup, put soda in sour milk, pub 
into sugar and syrup, then the 
melted butter or lard, flour the rai- 
sins, turn in. and beat thoroughly. 
Bake until successfully tried with a 
straw. 


PIE. 


Garrot Pie.—One cupful cooked 
carrots mashed fine, one-half cup- 
ful of sugar, two eggs, one/pint of 
milk, two tablespoonfuls of molas- 
ses, one-half teaspoonful of ginger, 
one-half teaspoonful of cinnamon. 
Bake in one crust. It is better than 
pumpkin pie. 

Cream Oheese .Pie.—Mash a 
cream cheese. Add two beaten eggs 
and a half cup of white sugar. Mix 
all together and pour this filling in 
a pie plate lined with ordinary pie 
crust. Lay on the cream strips of 
the dough, lengthwise and cross- 
wise, and set in a moderate oven. 


WORTH KNOWING. 


Tho temperature of a child’s sick 
room should never be below 60 de- 
grees nor above 65.- Hang the ther- 
mometor behind the child’s bed and 
out of the draught. 

To remoye ink stains apply a 
paste of salt and lemon juice to the 
stained part of the cloth. Leave 
it for an hour or two, and if neoes- 
sary repeat the application. 

Give children plain cold water to 
drink. It is better far for them 
than constant milk or lemonade. A 
small tumblerful of pure water will 
not hurt a child at any time. 

Yo clean linoleum without wash- 
ing remove all the dust, then take 
a bit of flannel sprinkled with par- 
afin and rub the linoleum. It will 
preserve it and make it like new. 

For the kitchen a folding camp 
chair will be found useful. To 
economize space when it is, not in 
use it canbe folded up, and hung 
on a hook flat against the wall. 

Apply glycerine to a scald directly 
the accident happens, and coyer it 
up with strips of rag soaked in gly- 
cerine. If the glycerine is not at 
band apply salad oil in the samo 
way. 

Yellow stains on cloth caused by 
sewing-machine oil can be removed 
by wetting them thoroughly with 
ammonia and then ‘ribbing the 
spots well before being sent to the 
laundry. 

"When you have bought raisins, 
hold the paper containing them over 
the steam escaping from a kettle for 
a moment, The fruit will not then 
stick to the paper when you are tak- 
ing them out. 

To polish an iron—On a smooth 
piece of board, such as a box cover, 
nail half a sheet of emery cloth. 
This kept at hand when ironing, and 
used to rub the irons on, will keep 
them in perfect order. 

If a little common salt is always | 
used instead of soap for cleaning en- 
amelled things, they will remain 
smooth and white like new. It is| 
also the best thing for removing 
stains from china. 

It is true economy to have two 
pair of boots in use instead of one, 
wearing them on alternate days. It 
will be found that the two pairs will, 
in many cases, last as long as three 
pairs worn continuously.

ENGLAND'S KING SHOULD 
STRENGTHEN THRONE. 
Was Profiled by Father's Example

King George V. ascends the 
throne ef his fathers with happy 
auguries and the fairest prospect.

While he will be fortified by the 
splendid examples of others, he 
need not fear to put trust in his 
own qualities. Some kings have 
aasumed the crown whose aspect 
and yoice havo been more generally 
known than his. But his appear- 
ances in public, if infrequent,“ have 
always created

and it is hardly too much to say 
that he has never made a speech 
that has not attained an imme- 
diate effect. He has a gift of solid, 
unadorned eloquence which has 
stood him, and will stand him, m 


good stead. He does not speak| 
with an official voice nor in phrases 
prearranged. Tho worth of his 
orations lies in their sincerity. 


They are the expressions of his own 
thoughts, his own feolings, and 
they inspire a confidence that he 
has grasped ‘firmly the many deli- 
cate problems ‘of empire which he 
may be asked to solve. 

In one respect he differs from all 
his predecessors. He has an inti- 
mate acquaintance with our over- 
sea dominions. He has travelled 
far and wide in our colonies and 
dependencies. ‘There is scarcely a 
spot on which the British flag is un- 
furled that he has not visited. Hoe 
understands the temperament, he 
knows the needs, of our remoter 
fellow-subjects. His knowledge ‘is 
peculiarly opposite. It is probably 
that our dominions overseas will 
play a great part in the history of 
the next twenty years, and it is an 
inestimable advantage that the 
King who sits upon our throne 
possesses tho invaluable sympathy 
with them and their policies which 
only an intimate and a wide ex- 
perience can give. 

King George may boast another 
eminent advantage, which, in the 
times of stress that lic ahead of us, 
should increase the hope and confi- 
dence of his compatriots. zs 
HE IS A SAILOR, 


who has commanded his own ship, 
and studied profoundly the many 
sciences upon which a nayal train- 
ing insists. How important tus 
fact will prove in the future of 
England need not be said. Our 
Empire still lies upon the sea. Our 
ships are still our first—our only 
—lino of defence. The smallest ne- 
glect in efficiency, the slightest 
sacrifice to the god of economy, 
may expose us defenceless to the 
assaults of our enemies. And it is 
with a sense of the greatest secur- 
ity that we trust our interests to a 
King at whose hands the navy will 
suffer neither forgetfulness nor 
neglect. 

It is believed, and with good rea- 
son, that George V. is instinctively 
a politician. He has followed the 
debates in the House of Commons 
with an industry which proves him 
eager to understand the problems 
of domestic policy. The knowledge 
thus gained cannot but be of ad- 
vantage to him. He is a Consti- 
tutional monarch, who may exert 
influence where he may not wield 
power, who may discuss and criti- 
ciso legislation, though he may not 
initiate it. It is, therefore, of the 
highest importance that he should 
understand the opinions which di- 
vide parties in the House of Vom- 
mons and in the State. The age of 
transition in which we live has its 
peculiar dangers. A lack of rever 
ence for the past threatens to de 
stroy in a moment what the centur 
ies have built up. And there falls

Worshippers Expose Their

A visitor to India has described 
his visit to the ‘Towers of Silence, 
where the Parsees of India expose 
their dead to be eaten by vultures. 
The place where the towers of the 
dead stand is a beautiful one, on 
Malabar Hill, an ecleyation rising 
almost straight up from the sea, and 
washed by the winds from the 
ocean. The hill is covered with a 
beautiful garden. You walk up to 
it over well paved roads, shaced by 
tropical trees and bordered with 
flowers and shrubs. Winding your 
way through this luxuriant vegeta- 
tion you at last reach a point from 
whence you can see far out over 
the Indian Ocean, and turning land- 
ward view the whole of Bombay. 
Here among the trees, shut off by 
an iron railing so that none but the 
priests may enter, stand fiye great 
circular towers as white as the 
bones that lie on their top. 


LAID ON A GRIDIRON. 


Each tower is about 25 feet high 
and 90 feet in diameter. It is 
crowned with a grating or great cir- 
cular gridiron which slopes toward 
the centre, where a well five feet in 
width runs. down to the sea. 

The gridiron grating is cast in

RECIPROCITY NEGOTIATIONS 
The desirability of more equitable 
tariff arrangements between the 


United States and Canada has long 
been felt on this side of the border. 
The commercial policy of the Re 
public has not hitherto favored im 
ports from Canada, We have 
bought largely from the United 
States, but they haye bought much 
less from us in return. It is grati 
fying to find that a more liberal 
policy is now favored by the neigh 
boring country, and that the Gov 
ernment at Washington express a 
desire to establish better trade re- 
lations with the Dominion. 

Following tho negotiations which 
took place some months aga between 
the President of the United States 
and my Government, the results of 
which were at the time communi- 
cated to Parliament, a further con- 
ference between representatives of 
the two countries has ben held at 
Ottawa. While no conclusions have 
been reached, and no formal pro- 
posals made, the free discussion of 
the subject that has taken place en- 
courages my Government to hope 
that at an early day, without any 
sacrifice of Canada’s interests, an 
arrangement may be made which 
will admit many of the products of 
the Dominion into the United States 
on satisfactory terms. 

TRADE WITH WEST INDIES. 

“A very careful inquiry into the 
conditions of trade and transporta- 
tion between the British West In- 
dies and Canada has been held by a 
Royal Commission, appointed by his 
late Majesty, including among its 
members two of my Ministers. The 
report of the commission will be laid 
before you. 

“Tn view of the Imperial Con- 
ference on copyright, at which un- 
animous conclusions were reached 
in favor of harmonious legislation 
on this subject throughout the Em- 
pire, a bill to revise and consoli- 
date the law on copyright will be 
submitted to you.

A, despatch from Berlin says; 
It was unofficially announced on 
Wednesday that the Imperial Goy- 
ernment contemplates the early op- 
ening of the frontiers for the impor- 
tation of foreign live stock in order 
to counteract the high price of meat. 
Chancellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg 
has already given permission to the 
Governments of Baden and Alsace 
Lorraine to import a considerable 
weekly amount of French animals. 
The Bavarian Government also in- 
tends to admit French live stock 
and will appeal to the Berlin au- 
thorities to modify the restrictions 


on the Danish frontier. It is said 
that Baron Schorlemer, the Prus- _ 
sian Minister of Agriculture, pro- 
poses to open all the frontiers ex- 
cept the Russian. However, sani- 
tary restrictions will be maintained 
to the extent that all animals im- 
ported must be immediately slaugh- 
tered. The yielding disposition of 
the Government is described as due 
to the fact that the Socialists are 
profiting from the present agita- ~ 
tion over the famine >rices for meat. 
The Government finds it advisable 
to take the wind out of the Social- 
ists’ sails before the general elec- 
tions to the Reichstag. 


THE HUDSON BAY RAILWAY 


Tenders Will be Called in January for 
Construction of the First 150 Miles 


A despatch from Ottawa says: 
It is announced that the construc- 
tion of the Hudson Bay Railway 
from the Pas Mission to Split Lake 
will be proceeded with without wait- 
ing for a decision as to whether Fort 
Nelson or Fort Churchill is to be 
a terminal port. Tenders will be 
called for the construction of the 
first. 150 miles, probably in Janu- 
ary. 

No less than four large interests 
will compete for this contract. Mr. 
J. D. McArthur, one of the largest 


contractors for the National Trans- 
continental, will tender for the con- 
struction of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way; so. also will Mr. M. J. 
O’Brien, of Rentres Another ten- 
der is expected from u powerful 
syndieate. A fourth tender, and 
probably the successful one, will ba 
made by the Canadian Northera 
Railway. The Canadian Northera 
will have the advantage of owning 
a railway line to the Pas, and rival 
tenderers must figure upon getting 
in their supplies over the Canadian 
Northern line to that point.
